Want Franchise for Railroad. 

At meeting of City Council, Monday 
evening, Mr Burton Vance, of Louis 
ville, made application for franchise to 
construct an electric railway through 
the streets of Lancaster, for the pur- 
pose of making a line from Hubble to 
Hickman, or mouth of Sugar Creek, on 
Kentucky river. Mr Vance is interest- 
ed with other gentlemen in developing 
the recently discovered ore, called 
barytes, which has been located in 
inexhaustable quantities near Hubble, 
and has proven to be the best material 
for making paint yet discovered. This, 
ore has been tested by leading chem ists 
and the paint made therefrom is de- 
cidedly the most durable and satisfac- 
tory ever made. The idea is to con- 
struct this line of road for the purpose 
of hauling the ore to Kentucky river 
to be shipped on boats, and to haul 
coal from there with which to operate 
the machinery. As a frauchise must 
be sold, the city attorney was ordered 
to prepare the advertisement and in- 
sert same according to law. Mr Vance 
stated that his road would come near 
the water works and come to town 
either over Stanford street, and run 
out Lexington pike to Hickman, or 
strike "Miadlesboro" and down the 
Sugar Creek road. He had little to say 
on this subject, and, as he left immedi 
ately for Louisvihe, The Record will 
have to wait until liter to give further 
details. This means much to Garrard 
county, for if the road is built to eitl • 
er of places named, it means that a 
line to Lexington is a dead certainty.

Fresh beef and tallow show 
a gain of about 1G per cent. 

Mrs Luther Davis has sold her farm 
containing 280 acres, situated near the 
Marrodsburg pike, nine miles from Lex 
ington, to Mrs Webb Shropshire, The 
deal was closed Friday, the sale price 
being $147 an acre. The farm is in 
Bluegrass and has a substantial oiick 
lesidence on it. 

Woodford's hay crop was so short 
this year that a good deal of hay will 
have to be imported next winter, says 
the Woodford Sun. "I expect to see 
hay selling at *22 or $23 a ton by the 
beginning of winter," said a well-post 
ed buyer last Saturday at Versailles. 

For the first time in the history of 
the Blue Grass, a steam plow was put 
in operation in Fayette county last 
week. A L Ilamilson, President of the 
Fayette Farmers' Club, expects to 
plow 200 acres of land this fall with 
the new machine. It carries 8 plows, 
which cut a swath of nine feet, and is 
followed by a harrow and a roller. 

Farmers and tobacco growers are 
complaining of the ravages of tobacco 
worms, which they say are literally 
devouring the late tobacco. The pre 
sence of these pests in sack large num 
bers is said to be due to the unseaso 
ble wet weather which has prevailed 
in this section during July and up to 
the middle of August.

Evidence of the Spirit's 
Power in the Meetings. 

Further particulars of the work are 
given in The Friend of Sylhet at the 
remarkable annual assembly meeting 
at Mairang. People came in crowds

One 
poor woman, who had reluctantly 
promised to take five visitors, rejoiced 
in saying that she had been able to 
take 40. It was a truly marvelous 
sight to see the congregation that had 
gathered on Sunday. The number was 
reckoned to be about 10,000. The cor- 
respondent says: "Hut if the number 
of people made us wonder, the sights 
in the meetings were more marvelous 
still. It was a time in which the Spirit 
of God manifested Himself unmistak- 
ably. Throughout the assembly one 
felt In the midst of people who real- 
ized the nearness of Jesus Christ. The 
truth had dawned ui>on them as Dr. 
Dale said it came to him one Easter 
morning — Jesus Christ is alive. In 
the prayers we heard people convers- 
ing with their Saviour, as if they were 
face to face with Him. These were 
people who had experienced the joy of 
salvation. Gladness was the prevail- 
ing spirit. To them It was not a mere 
duty to attend the meetings, but real 
pleasure, and this pleasure was not 
due to any excitement.

Worker in Africa Preaches 
and Then Pulls Teeth. 

Among the many and various items 
of interest in the speeches given at 
the May anniversary of the great mis- 
sionary societies, there can scarcely 
have been one to surpass what was 
told by a Wesleyan missionary, lately 
returned on furlough from Rhodesia. 
He has been laboring there for 14 
years, during which time he has trans- 
lated the Bible into the Mashona 
tongue. But his audience in Exeter 
hall were amused beyond measure 
when he went on to tell them that 
there was one thing which, if he did 
not take it with him in his evangel- 
istic travels, the African natives would 
miss more than an ordinary English 
church-goer would miss his minis- 
ter's sermon if he had forgotten to 
bring it with him into the pulpit. 
That was the forceps for extracting 
teeth. He had found that an indis- 
pensable accompaniment in his mis- 
sionary work. At the end of a serv- 
ice, he would say: "If any of you 
want your teeth attended to, you must 
wait behind after the congregation 
have gone." He had drawn as many 
as 20 teeth when he had finished 
preaching the gospel to a crowd of na- 
tives. Heine once said, with his skep- 
tical sneer: "Psychical pain is more 
easily borne than physical, and if I 
had my choice between a bad tooth 
and a bad conscience, I should choose 
the bad conscience."
